According to Department of State records, Hr* Wallen- 
berg was assigned to the Swedish mission in Budapest, 
Hungary, during world War II, and disappeared itt January of 
194b following the arrival of Soviet troops In Budapest* In 
response to repeated inquiries by the Swedish Government, 
the Soviet Governnent in February 1957 stated that 
Mr* Wallenberg had died in a Moscow prison on July 17, 1947* 
Despite the fact that the Swedish Government has officially 
raised the issue of Mr* Wallenberg* s fate on a number of 
subsequent occasions, citing that several persons claimed to 
have seen him alive during the 1950*s, the Soviet Government 
has provided no additional information. 

Mr* Wallenberg’s half-sister, Mrs. Kina Lagergren, and 
his half-brother, Mr* Guy von Dardel, have continued to 
pursue the question of the fate of their half-brother with 
the Swedish Govermrent and the Swedish Red Cross * Since the 
Swec3ish Government and Red Cross are thoroughly familiar 
with Mr. Wallenberg.* s case, we believe they are in the best
